ARRESTING RIOTOUS COAL MINERS 


Situa tion in th<* W n l Virginia C oal lie 
ginn*—All Oui**t at Prrnrfit. 
C harleston , W. Va., March 5. 
The in 
quest over the remains of Adkins, who 
died from the effects of wounds received 
in Tuesda y’s ta ttle, has begun a t Eagle 
The coroner would adm it no one during 
the ex a m ina tion of witnesses ex cept Col 
Dillon, the prosecuting attorney of Fa yette 
county, and S. C. Burdett, a lawyer from 
this city who is the representative of the 
g overnm ent. 
In reply to a question the 
governor has wired the m ilitary authori 
ties to use the military, if necessary, to 
serve warrants,acting a lways with caution. 
So far fourteen arrests have been made, 
but there are feHrs that a rescue may be 
a ttem pted. 
There is especial danger at 
M ontgomery. There a family named Mont­ 
g om ery oVns the town and one member is 
mayor, 
lie is setting his personal inter 
ests, it is alleg ed, up against the ex ecution 
of the law and is certainly not a ttem pting 
to aid the a uthorities, while telegra m s say 
he is opposing them. 
The Montgomerys 
own the laud, stores, saloons and houses, 
and the houses are occupied by miners, 
with whom it is to their interest to keep Oil 
friendly terms. 
Matters are quiet now. 
however, and the a dditional troops have 
been notified that there is no im m ediate 
need of their presence. 
Captain Wyant, the proprietor of tin 
Ragle mines, has been arrested thereon a 
warrant 
issued by 
’Squire Adkins, of 
Montgomery. 
This information was wired 
t he governor. 
The dispatch did not state 
the offense charged, the parties by whom 
the writ was obtained, or whether served 
by the sheriff. 
It is feared by state officials 
that an a ttempt will ta made by the strik 
er# to take Wyant from the authorities and 
lynch him, as feeling a g a inst him is very 
intense.

Hon. Edwanl Bermudez, afterward chief 
justice of Louisiana. 
Admitted to the har 
in 1N08, he was elected to the sta te » enate in 
1872 and ap|s>inted an assiH-late justice of 
the sta te supreme court by Governor Nich- 
ols in 187d, remaining on the bench till 1871», 
when the adoption of the new constitution 
vacated all state offices. 
J udg e W hile managed 
the campaign 
which resulted in the election of Nichols to 
another term as governor in 1887, ami in the 
following year he was elected United State» 
senator to succeed J a m es B. Hindis for the 
term beginning March 4, ta il, nearly t hree 
years sulisequelit to t he t ime of his elec­ 
tion. 
In the senate lie took an ac tive ami 
influential but not particularly prominent 
part, serving on the com mittees on com 
merce, interstate commerce, Pacific rail 
roads and acveral others 
Mr. W hite has long been a leader o f the 
Louisiana bar and has earned a comfort­ 
able fortune from his legal practice. 
He is 
said to have an instinctive capacity for 
grasping legal principles and a marked np 
t itmle for seizing upon the essentia l point 
ofa ciitlse. 
His knowledge of t-lief'ode Niv 
[toleon, the ta sls of Louisiana’s civil law, 
oug ht to be of especial value to the su 
prcme court judges, as there is none other 
upon that benc h who has had need to culti­ 
vate t hat system so t iioroughly as lie,. 
In person the new justice is ta ll and well 
proportioned,

and his manners arc polished. 
His ruddy
